And it persists in its antipathy toward the government 
in spite of its expectation that the Liberals will = be' ti in office 
after election day. 
A Regina waiter who is voting NDP shrugged: ‘If I made 
a bet, I'd bet the same one gets in and its too bad.”

On the other hand, the Liberals are in serious danger of 
losing Winnipeg South to the Conservatives who have television 
personality Bud Sherman in the field.

If indeed the creat experiment finally 
proves itself completely, we have posses- 
sion of the key to contituing material 
progress—provided, of cotirse, the whole 
edifice is not destroyed by external war.

Should Pledge 


To Serve Out Their Full Term 


By GERALD WARING 


OTTAWA—In the United States a pertinent 
issue in contests for such offices as senator and 
governor and mayor is whether the candidate 
will promise that, if elect- 
ed, he will serve a full 
term. This is because the 
voters don't like a man 
using an office to which he 
has been elected merely as 
a convenient stepping stone 
to something bigger. 

This is an issue in the 
current mayoralty cam- 
paign in New York. City, 
where one candidate is 
strongly suspected of in- 
tending to quit in mid-term to run for governor: 
When confronted with the question, he replies 
lamely that he will make any decisions neces _ 
sary after the election. 

The issue does ‘not arise in relation to. the 
presidency because the president is elected for 
a term ef four years, and there is & tradition— 
in t, an unwritten part of the U.S. Con- 
stitution—that barring death or serious dis- 
ability the president serves out his full term. 
There is no precedent, and indeed no clear-cut 
provision, for the president to resign.

“the future, Dr. John BO 
Macdonald said“that fewer 
than 50 per cent ofthe stu- 
dents who enrol, as fresh- 
men at UBC obtain their. 
degrees. 

“Approximately 40 per 
cent of the freshmen,” he 
stated, “do not return for 
the second year, and an- 
other 10 per cent do not 
return for rhe third year.’ 

Like most. statistics, 
these are subject to qualification and chal- 
lenge. On the face of them, however, it ap- 
péars that half people who seek education 
beyond “the -high--school- level are —not in—a 
position—for any of a number of reasons— 
to go through to graduation. 

This is only-part of the story. In British 
Columbia, something more than half the young 
people who' graduate from high school—it may 
be three-fifths of them—go on to university. 
But less than one half of the children who start 
in Grade 1 succeed in passing through high 
sehool. 

This is rough figuring. It adds up, though, 
to the fact that the, vast bulk of our young 
people, some through lack of inclination, some 
through lack of resources, are not able to enjoy 
the benefits of university éd.ication. Some 


never will.

But insistent demand, both from the young 
people and from —a _seeiety which requires 
higher education, or training, to fill modern 
and future jobs, makes it necessary to pro- 
vide instruction ‘beyond the hich school level. 

Hence the push for tec hnological institutes 
and junior colleges. 


This - community is showing, a particular 


ve 


interest in the latter at the moment. Mr. John 
Gough has brought in his recommendations to 
school boards of the lower island calling for 
a junior college to fill a hole in our present 
system—and his thinking gives it particular 
significance. He appears to agree that a 
junior college should not constitute a blind end 
to young students who attend and later show 
the competence and desire to go on to uni- 
versity. At the same time he wants to splice 
it into the adult education program and, also, 
to provide in it certain complete courses that 
would . satisfy a desire for somethirig more 
than a student receives at high school.

The statistics quoted by Dr. Macdonald in 
°1962 justify the principles Mr. Gough outlines. 
A junior college could quite’ conceivably meet 
the requirements of. those who formed more 
than_half the. 
did not go on to win degrees. They'd have 
more than is given at the: high’ school level 

and it-might be adequate for-their needs, prac- 
tical and non-material. 

Beyond: that it conceivably might furnish 
a highly useful “retread’’ process for adults 
now employed who find lack of traction, 
through inadequate schooling, hampering their. 
progress upward in promotion. 

It could also confer a special benefit on 
the university, permitting it to be more selec- 
tive in the admission’ of students. A junior 
college might very effectively attract ap- 
plicants who lack the abilities, including finan- 
cial; to be successful in upper classes of the 
university but quite suitable for a two year 
program. 
___As—an—adjunct—of—adult—education,_more-. 
over, it. could give advanced courses in non- 
credit subjects which add to the individual's

UNITED NATIONS — In a 
moment of frustration, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower once, referred 
to disarmament negotiations 
as a “‘squitrel cage.’ The UN, 
this past week, had reason to 
sympathize with him. 

One. of the most urgent and 
far-reaching problems on the 
world’s agenda is how to keep 
dozens of new countries from 


building the A-bomb thus 
creating’ a security .night- 
mare . 

Yet the deeper th® UN 


Plunges into this problem, the 


* more difficult seems the solu-. - 


tion. The harder the UN 
scrambles,- the faster the 
squirrel cage: whirls—invaria- 


bly ending up just about where 
it began. 

Here, in.a kind of colléquy, 
is a squirrel’s-eye, view of the 
-exercise : 

How to prevent small coun- 
tries from getting the bomb? 
Easy. . Just {1) get them to 
foreswear building it; and (2) 
get the great powers to agree 
not to give it to them: 

Hold on a minute, say the 
small countries. This would 
perpetuate a five-power 
atomic monopoly. We: would 
be forever second-class citi- 
zens. Why don’t you give up 
your bombs and make us all 
equal?- 

The big powers clear their 
throats ostentatiously. 

It will_be-only a temporary 
monopoly; says Russia. We 
want the atomic ‘five’ to give 
up their bombs. Haven't we 
been saying so all these 
years? 


Won't Give Up 

Rubbish, say small fand 
big) powers. You don't have 
thé slightest intention of giv- 
ing up your bombs. None of 
the elite five will eyer do it. 
And you know it. 

Well, says the United States, 
at least the five can start*re 
ducing their stockpiles. They 
can destroy some of their war- 
heads and put the. nuclear fuel 
into power reactors. This 
would be 4 gesture of good 
faith: 

Oh, no~you don't, say the 
Russians. That would mean 
inspection. Impossible. Out 
of the. question, Let's avoid 


The Canadians, who could 
have built the bomb, but have 
not, speak up. Never mind 
what the five do. Foreswear 
A-weapons anyway, because 
it's the intelligent thing to do 
so. 

All -very—-well,_say—the—In- 


dians (softly). But Canada is 
under the shadow of the 
United States. India is under 


the shadow of Red China, It’s 
easy for you to talk. 

And so the squirrel cage 
whirls. Inside, the squirrels 
run and run... euch sure 
the others are to blame for 
their common frustration and 
entrapment.

Although there is an imposing list of successful books 
and plays to the credit of this author, it is possible that the 
reader-appeal of this novei may ve subject to some limitation. 

Basing his story. mainly on events concerning the 
Palestinian Jews in 1914; he shows a fondness, like too many 
modern novelists, for fréquent use of non-English words or 
phrases, unintelligible to the average reader. 

Some sort of-glossary might have helped in this respect 
—few of us will know Hebrew. Yiddish, Arabic or Turkish, 

The novel dwells atlength on the persecution and atroc- 
ities suffered by these hapless people at the hands of their 
riithless Turkish masters, which resulted in the formation 
of NILI; a Jewish espionage group to aid the advancing 
British army. 

-It tells a nightmafish tale.of suffering, cruelties, torture 
and death before eventual success—achieved only at the price 
of virtual extermination of this devoted, dedicated band 

Those who like an occasional touch of humor in their 
reading will not find it here—it is not that kind of book. 
There are some interesting giimpses of famous mén, and 
an impressive description of General Allenby’s entry, on foot, 
into Jerusalem after its surrender by the defeated Turkish.

Since the: First. World War, 
he has written or edited over 
thirty volumes, all on a mili- 
tary theme, dealing primarily 
with the First and Second 
World Wars, the theory of 
war, the conduct of war, gen- 
erals and generabship. 

He was an early and fervid 
exponent of mechanized war- 
fare in the inter-war period 
when cavalry was thought by 


many to have a bright fu- 
ture, 
His predictions regarding

We'll bypass his preamble, 
whieh treats of the reasons 
for American — military _in- 
volvement in Asia. These have 
about them the inevitable heat 
of the participant. Valid they 
may be; but for me, the meat 
of Mr. Rusk’s exposition lies 
elsewhere. k 

He cites the conferences, of 
which “‘on an average work- 
ing day,” U.S, delegates at- 
tend 15 to 20,

Three-fourths of these trea- 
ties, Mr. Rusk pointed out, 
were signed. in. the. last 25 
years. He sees them, as im- 
portant in shaping “a new 
law of mankind.” 

Also—and I find the fact 
most heartening——this senior 
spokesman for. the American 
government reaffirms his faith 
in the United Nations in clear 
and positive terms. 

“We shall," he promises, 
“continue to support_and do 
all- we can to strengthen that 
organization." 

He sketches a United 
States which believes

1,243 votes over them last time.

Margaret Konantz is once again beautifully organized but 
she has a tiny edge of just over 2,000 to fall back on and she 
is suffering a slight leakage of support back to the Conserva- 
tives.
